Trenton, N. J., Jan. 1.—Very soon 
after Gov ernor Wilson is inau gu rated, 
there is ev ery lik elihood that congress 
will be called in ex tra session and 
that its activ ities will not be confined 
to a re\ ision of the tariff. While it is 
not lik ely that the president elect will 
mak e k nown the date for the ex tra 
session before lie enters u pon the du - 1 
ties of his new office, he has let it be 
k nown that he is conv inced pu blic 
sentiment and the opinion of senators 
and representativ es in congress is for 
immediate action. 
Foi an hou r and a half the presi­ 
dent elect was in conference with Os­ 
car W. Underwood, the majority leader 
in the hou se, and their discu ssion cov - j 
ered these points. 
Mr. Underwood 
brou ght to Gov ernor Wilson informa­ 
tion as to the progress lie has made 
with his tariff measu res and stated 
that ev ery thing is in readiness for a 
prompt rev ision, schedu le by sched­ 
u le. 
He also ex pressed the opinion 
that while each schedu le wou ld be con­ 
sidered separately , there is a chance 
that the entire rev ision will be pu t 
throu gh as one measu re. 
It may be 
that ex pediency will req u ire a distinct 
bill for each schedu le. 
In neither in­ 
stance does Mr. Underwood ex pect any 
opposition that wou ld seriou sly retard 
the progress of the hou se in carry ing 
ou t the promise of the Democratic 
platform.

The seats were arranged to 
face each other in pairs, and each 
gu ard, heav ily armed, seated himself, 
opposite the man in his charge. 
Fiv e 
thou sand people were assembled at 
the jail 
when 
the 
prisoners were 
brou ght ou t and followed them to the 
railroad track s and saw them embark . 
Among those present were the wiv es 
of the 
prisoners, who wav ed them 
goodby s till the train pu lled ou t of 
sight arou nd a cu rv e. Marshal Schmidi 
dispensed with the nippers and there 
was no display of force a> the men 
were tak en to the train and escorted 
into the cars. 
Ju dge Anderson was affronted when 
the attorney s for the conv icted men 
appeared before him for a writ of su 
persedeas and for a writ of error on 
which to carry the case to a higher 
cou rt. 
He rebu k ed the attorney s for 
cheap practices, and when Attorney 
William Gray of Philadelphia attempt 
ed to argu e the m atter Ju dge Ander­ 
son said: 
“I don't want to hear y ou . 
I hav e heard enou gh from y ou ." 
Attorney Cru m then attempted to 
enter the argu ment and Ju dge Ander­ 
son told him that he cou ld not argu e 
with the cou rt. 
”1 do not approv e of 
this k ind of practice,” said Ju dge An 
derson. “It is an insu lt to the c ou rt” 
United States Marshal Ed Schmidt 
said he feared no trou ble: that no fed 
eral train had ev er been molested and 
that he had no dou bt the trip to Leav ­ 
enworth wou ld be made withou t Tin- 
u su al ev ent. 
Bu t if there shou ld be 
trou ble, he said, his men wou ld noi 
show the white feather. Both the con 
v icted men and their wiv es bore u p 
br a v e ly and many dashed away the 
tears and tried to smile.

wound, bids fair to be cleared. The in­ 
dictments are the result of the activ ­ 
ity of the local Council of Women, who 
raised money after the police dropped 
the case and hired priv ate detectiv es 
to take tip the search for the murder­ 
er. 
Women in all parts of the state 
hav e contributed to the fund, and with 
the av owed purpose of “ clearing Dr. 
Knabe’s name from the imputation 
| that she committed suicide because 
, she was a falluie in her profession." 
Craig and Ragsdale were admitted to 
bail in the sums of $1.1,000 and $10.000 
respectiv ely. 
The ev idence against Dr. Craig is 
wholly circumstantial, though some of 
it is said to he v ery conv incing. 
The 
story as told by the detectiv e to the 
grand jury and corroborated by other 
witnesses, is that for three years f)r. 
Craig and Dr. Knabe had been v ery 
warm friends and that they were at 
one time engaged to he married. 
On 
the night of the murder Dr. Knabe 
went to Craig’s home and the two 
quarreled in the parlor. 
Dr, Craig 
was away v ery late that night, and 
when he returned he changed all his 
clothing and got up v ery early the next 
morning and left word if he was called 
by telephone for his daughter to an­ 
swer the call. 
Tn the attempts of Dr. 
Craig to end a relationship that had 
become distasteful to him and that had 
caused a bitter quarrel, the detectiv es 
find a motiv e for the murder. 
Ragsdale, it is asserted, was not im­ 
plicated by the deb ctiv e in the ease 
until after months of inv estigation, 
when, after a long search, a silk kimo­ 
no known to hav e been worn by Dr. 
Knabe late at night when she answer­ 
ed professional calls at her door, was 
produced by Ragsdale on a direct or­ 
der of the grand ju ry . 
\ chemical 
examination of a piece of the silk from 
the hem of the garment showed it had 
been stained with human blood and 
afterward washed w’.th a strong chem­ 
ical solution. 
The undertaker’s state­ 
ment is that the kimono was found by 
him or his men among other effects 111 
the fiat.

to Hamb urg on the first liner he can 
catch, and there need b e 110 more trou­ 
b le ab out it. 
His announcem ent was 
receiv ed with fav or on Ellis Island and 
in Washington, and so until Saturday, 
when the Amerika is to sail for the 
German port, General Castro wTill hav e 
the b est the immigration b ureau on 
that island can supply, to say nothing 
of the use of a room specially fitted 
for the use of any deputy commission­ 
er of immigration who might want tc 
stay at the place ov ernight.

60,000

offices b ecame stations for the receipt 
of package mail m atter today, offi­ 
cials of the departm ent hope that the 
increase of package b usiness will b e 
gradual and that the postal system 
will b e ab le to adapt itself to' the de­ 
m ands of the new serv ice b efore the 
end of the week.
